Oakland loses a large population, or 
rather perhaps does not gain the popu- 
lation that rightly belongs to the place. 


This suggests plainly enough that 


Oakland will not be much of a business 
place until all classes, and especially 
the laboring class, are invited to a resi- 
dence iu the town. 
Benl estate owners, 


who are land poor in many cases, could 
not do better than break up their lauds 
-turn 'half of them into cheap renting 


houses, withtonr-foot sidewalks leading 
to them. No better way can be con- 
ceived for procuring purchasers of such 
property. Those who think that Oak- 
ilaud soil is too sacred or refined for the 
foot of tho mechanic or rough clerk or 
rougher laborer, are entirely too good 
for this world, and if some of that class 
were to go off and die, it would be the 
best thing that could happen Oakland. 


In view of the fact that the ferry 


facilities are surely to be increased at an 
earlj- day, Oakland's moneyed or landed 
men, and particularly those who incline 
to building houses of any kind, should 
not delay in affording ev°ry new comer 
suitable accommodations at tho lowest 
living figures. Once fill up rhe vacant 
ground with cheap dwellings, and the 
restilt will be the more solid loeal inter- 
ests of manufactures and every thing (hat 
goes to make a place self-sustaining and 
prosperous. San Francisco is the great 
reservoir from which Oakland must de- 
pend for population. 
Invite tlie labor- 


ing man to a comfortable and cheap 
residence here, and capital will be sure 
to follow. Capital will not come where 
there are no laborers convenient to do 
what is wanted. 


Lastly, there is a pressing need of a 


superior class of store-rooms. 
Of this 


fact, we have spoken frequently. 
There 


110 denying it—every one is aware of 


the need of a new departure in respect 
to decent places to curry on business at 
living rates of rent. On Broadway, there 
is a hodge-podge of old one-story wood- 
en rackets that render the streeta ridicu- 
lous ob'ect to the stranger, and a con- 
tinual discomfort and gouge-game to the 
inhabitant.
